"With a good appetite, threo times a 
day, dolicious sleep, not an ache or a pain 
in the whole body, the mind all the time 
fully alive to what was going on in the 
world, and all tho time in good spirits.'

Throop of New York. It is added : 

He retired at nine, and rose at six,

Regularity in eating either two or 
thret times a day, with nothing wis 
between meals, not an atom of anything, 
would almost bannish dyspepsia in a 
single generation ; as frequent eating is 
the cause of it in almost all cases, espe- 
cially irregular and fast. 

A bundent rest and sleep from child 
hood mako nervous diseases a rarity ; to 
insufficiency of regular sleep, and insuf- 
ficiency of rest, may well be attributed 
nine tenths of all sudden deaths, and a 
premature wearing out before tho age of 
sixty years. All hard workers, whether 
of body or brain, aught to bo in bed nine 
hours out of the twenty-four, and not 
that so much sleep is required, but rest 
after the sleep is over ; every observant 
reader knows how the system yearns for 
rest, after a good sleep, and it is a posi- 
tive gain of energy to indulge in it.

I have to say that (1) nothing better 
than an approximate utvnutti of the num- 
ber of such persons can be made, and (2) 
there are no KMQOLM exclusively for 
them, of which I am aware, except poi 
sibly tho one near Detroit, to whirl, I 
will refer further on. 

(1) I have no means of knowledgo on 
the subject, except the U. S. CeiUKM of 
1870, and tho reports of various institu- 
tions for the deaf ami dumb. STon vill 

find in the 2d of the tablet relative to 
deaf and dumb in tho census of '70, a 
statement of the Dumber resident in 
each state and territory, horn in each of 
tho Gorman States. I can place no re- 
liance upon this as anything hut an in- 
ferior limit. As a general ru] 
takers have been found peculiarly liable 
to error in tho case of the deaf, the blind 
and other special classes.
